The freshet comes too 
early, the loggers say, and if their judg- 
ment he right, the monetary loss which 
is usually summed up when the water 
goes lown will be an open account un- 
til ueBt summer, when the log driving 
begin*. 


The log drivers fear that the freshets 


now trill mean a drought when they 
need fee water, and a log famine at the 
mills on the rivers at cities and towns 
nfear the seacoast may result.

expecting in a few days, and who 
swore that Rice died of mercurial poi- 
soning, if he did not die of something 
else. 


"The object of Jones' story is to have

six months on the forgery charge, with- 
out even being' indicted, and I do nol 
believe there is any serious intention 
to try me on a criminal charge before 
a jury. My'arrest on a murder charge 
and the desperate attempt to hold me ia 
due entirely to my ability and attempt 
to give bail upon any less serious 
charge.

•ition to the stubborn selectmen and

marks, arguing that the board could

appoint Dr. Bascom. 


Mr. Cole is right. That board of se-

The Pittsfield city government 
was 


broken Saturday evening. A joint ses- 
sion of the city council had 19 out of 20 
members present, Councilman Jordan* 
being absent in New York, thus leav- 
ing the democrats with only eight rep- 
resentatives to 11 republicans. Fpr city 
clerk, J. Ward Lewis, democrat, re- 
ceived eight votes, and .Ernest John- 
son, 
republican, 11; for tax collector, 


James W. Synan, democrat, received 
eight votes, and James H.'Francis, re- 
publican 11; for city treasurer, Erwin 
H. Kennedy received nLne votes, (Coun 
oilman Henry voting with the demo- 
crats), James D. Shipton eight, all re- 
publicans, and Edson Bonney two, Al- 
dermarJ Warner and President Howard 
of the common council, 
republicans, 


supporting the latter. There was no 
choice of treasurer, and Mr. Kennedy 
holds over pending further agreement 
by the republican. 


The deadlock as broken is substan- 


tially what was expected, as the re- 
publicans conceded either 
Kennedy's 


election which would have resulted had 
Jordan been present, or his holding 
over. Mr Johntson, the city clerk elect, 
is a young lawyer, well fitted for the 


t office. 
Mr. Francis, the new tax col- 


lector, is familiar with city property 
and finances', having served as assessor 
for several years.

Board Declares That It Will Not Ap- 


point Dr. Bascom Eoad Superin- 


tendent— Chairmanl Sanford 


Favors Dr. Bascom. 


A stormy session of the board of se- 


lectmen was held Saturday afternoon 
In the town office 
In Waterman & 


Moore block, when the board granlted a 
hearing on the matter of appointing a 
superintendent of roads to succeed the 
present superintendent, I. S. Fowler. 
Ho action was taken by the board, but 
It was certain from the deliberations 
that followed the open, meeting that the 
hoard would not give the appointment 
to Dr. Bascom, who was recommended 
by a unanimous vote of the town at 
the annual meeting March 25. Messrs 
Andrews and Sweet are opposed to the 
"'appointment of Dr. Bascom, while 


Chairman Sanford favors it. The other 
candidates for the office are W. A. 
Sanford, a son of the chairman of the 
board, and I. S. Fowler, the present 
incumbent, and it is stated that !Lem- 
,uel C. Torrey will be considered by the 
board, though he has no written ap- 


*-plicatlon In. 
•' There were present at the meeting 
Saturday afternoon W. B. Clark, Chas. 
1 B. Cole and George B. Waterman and 
ra.ll spoke id favor of the appointment 
' of T3r. Bascom. Mr. Clark spoke first 
, and reminded the board that any other 
" appointment wtould be a direct disre- 


gard of the vote of the town. He said 
that the appointment of Dr. Bascom 
•would remove all responsibility from 


-the shoulders of the selectmen and 


( Would prevent a special meeting for 
_ censuring the board, which certainly 
would be held If the appointment was 
not made. He said that the vote of the 


„ town was earnest and could be regard- 
ed in no other way. 


Mr. Cole spoke of the reasons why 


the town's vote should be followed. 
'The town had created the officers, he 
said, and the creator should reign su- 
preme. He referred to the board mak- 
_ing no response to the vote of instruc- 
tions at the meeting and said that it 
therefore asauiesced. He spoke of the 
carefully outlined plan! of Dr. Bascom 
for the improvement of the road sys- 
tem and said that the people wanted to 
see it carried out under the supervision 
0& Dr. Bascom. The vote of the town 
meeting was an attack on the present 
system ,he added, and ntow it was for 
"the board to permit trying this new 
system. He spoke of the surprise and 
general satisfaction expressed over the 
action of the town in deciding to place 
Dr. Bascom at the head of the roads, 
and insisted that the towri was in. ear- 
nest about the matter. If a vote should 
be taken after the appointment "of Dr. 
BascDm fully three-fourths of the peo- 
ple of the town would sustain it, he 
thought. 


George B. Waterman told the select- 


men of the discussions which the Vil- 
lage Improvement society had had in 
regard to the matter of improving the 
system of repairing and building1 roads, 
and said that the resolutions presented 
at the annual town meeting by Dr. Bag 
c'om anld accepted by the town were the 
outcome of those meetings. They met 
•with approbation

and the only course for the board to 
take was to appoint Dr. Bascom to 
carry out the work. This would re- 
move all responsibility from the shoul- 
ders of the board. The law cuve the 
town the privilege of electing its super 
intentlents of roads by ballot, but it 
•was believed that political deals and 
favoriteism would work more harm 
- under such system, than under the 
present method. He Woped that the 
board -would follow the instructions of 
the town. 


Selectman Andrews made an at- 


tack upon the mantaer in which the 
committee ton Blackinton 
annexation 


had conducted matters, and said that 
its failure to establish the line between 
North Adams and Willlametownl had 
left the board of selectmen wi doubt re 
(arding it and as a result a ba daccl- 
dent had happened there, inDmating 
that the committee was at fault for 
the accident. Mr. Cole answered this 
argument, showing that the "committee 
had no authority so to act and that the 
board had believed that the stretch of 
road \vlii_ie tlia acciaeut liappeiicd had 
been in Williamstown. However, Mr. 
Cole did not blame the board in the 
least for the accident because he be- 
lieved that the road was reasonably 
safe for travel at the time of the acci- 
den't, 
Mr. Waterman substantiated 


his argument, as did Chariman San- 
ford, both saying that the road was 
reasonably safe c.nd that with due care 
on the part of the driver the accident 
would not have happened. 


After the hearing the selectmen enl- 


deavored to come to a unanimous de- 
cision, but this being impossible the 
meeting was adjourned until Friday 
afternoon at 2 'o'clock. Then! a vote 
will be taken and if the board does not 
change it will be two to one against Dr. 
Bascom.

to bo in motion. The snow, iec, trees and 
Jocks started toward the bottom of the 
gulch arid within five seconds the cabin 
was overwhelmed and the spot on which I 
had stood one or two minutes before was 
buried under 50 feet of suow.

RUSSIA, JAPAN AND KOREA. 


Method Ut Mlnl»ter'« View, on Strata, 


ee Relation* Between the Power*. 
The Re7. Dr. S. L. Baldwin, record- 


lag secretary of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Missionary society in New York 
city, who was in Korea in the early 
part of 1898 while on a tour devoted 
to the inspection of missions, spoke 
as follows the other day on the Korean 
situation, §ay8 the New York Post: 


"When I was in Korea, it was just at 


the time relations between Russia and 
Japan were very much strained, as 
they are today. Russia's efforts then 
to oust McLeavy Brown were the 
cause of the crisis, as at present. At 
every port where I was, if there hap- 
pened to b« a Russian man-of-war 
there was sure to be a Japanese war 
vessel also. If the Russian left the 
port, the Japanese vessel Immediately, 
got up her anchor and steamed away 
In the same direction. The Japanese 
were evidently keeping very close 
watch upon the Russians everywhere. 
Several times, also, an American gun- 
boat dropped In and seemed to be keep- 
Ing very well posted. 


"If the present situation should de- 


velop into war, Japan should certainly 
have the moral support of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany. If 
she does not ha\ e that moral support— 
which sometimes counts for something 
—It will be because the three govern- 
ments in question are blind to their 
own interests and Indifferent to the de- 
mands of Humanity. The United States, 
In particular, should be willing to as- 
sume a proper share of the responsi- 
bility. We have too often in the past 
let England do the whole work and 
then conas in ourselves for a full share 
of the benefits afterward. 


"Of course we must all hope that 


there will be no rupture, but all my in-, 
formation is to the effect that Japan 
will certainly fight if Russia attempts 
to gain the upper hand in Korea, The 
Japanese have never forgiven Russia 
for her course after the war with Chi- 
na, and they are undoubtedly ready for 
war. 
Most of the accounts of the late 


military operations In China describe 
the Japanese contingent as being, wfth- 
out a single exception, the best equip- 
ped force in the field."

LONG BALLOON VOYAGE. 


French Aeronauts and Naval Officer* 


Will CroBB the Sen to Africa. 


M. de la Vaubc, a noted French aero- 


naut, intends to cross the Mediter- 
ranean in a balloon within the next 
few weeks. The start will be made 
from Toulon, says the New York Jour- 
nal. 
The balloon, which is now build- 


Ing, will be spherical, of silk and will 
contain 3,000 cubic meters of hydrogen. 
A peculiar ventilator will enable it to 
retain its original form, no matter 
what the weather conditions may be. 


There will be four men in the bal- 


loon, two aeronauts and two French 
naval officers, of whom one will be 
Lieutenant Genty, director of the naval 
aerostatic park at Toulon. During the 
trip he and his colleague will recon- 
noSter the coasts and tat* metereolog- 
Ical observations. The two aeronauts 
will do nothing but manage the bal- 
loon, seeing to it that it maintains its 
equilibrium and goes in the desired 
direction. 


Carrier pigeons from various conn- 


tries will be released at intervals. A 
complete set of wireless telegraph in- 
struments will also be taken. Various 
experiments will be tried during the 
trip. Of these the most important are 
those which will be made with the ob- 
ject of establishing a direct line of 
communication between France and 
the coast of Africa by means of aerial 
currents. Much time will also be spent 
in studying the various ways in which, 
a free balloon can render service to a 
naval squadron in time of war. Many 
purely scientific experiments are also 
to be tried, and it is claimed that for 
this reason alone M. de la Vaulx'a 
project is entirely justified. 


The balloon will be furnished with 


nn electric system, so that at night 
signals can be made and a light can 
be kept in front and rear. The dura- 
tion of the trip being uncertain, pro- 
visions for three weeks will be stored 
in xthe airship. M. de la Vaulx re- 
cently traveled in a balloon 
from 


France to Russia, and in 1900 he won1 
the "grand prix" that was offered to 
the most successful balloonist.

Betting ou elections was as prevalent 


In the early days of the republic a? it is 
nt presEiit. It is recorded that in a cam- 
paign between Federalists and Demo- 
crats a cask of ale was wagered on the 
icsult by two prominent meix of Phila- 
delphia. 
The terms were thai the ale 


was to be drunk at the Blue Anchor 
tavern ia Dock street, then a widely 
patronized inn. A fortnight, after the 
election was held enough, icturns had 
come m to show the result, and the bet 
was paid. There was a good, old fash- 
ioned jamboree at the ale drinking, and 
before the night was ended the whole 
party was in the hands of the night 
watch. The newspapers of the day got 
hold of the story and printed it, but aft- 
er the fashion of those days no names 
were given, antl also after the fashion of 
the day the little affair was referred to 
as "a brawl and affray," when ia these 
days it would be called a case of "drunk 
and disorderly." 


About 20 years ago Jay Gould put up 


a steamboat us n stake on an election 
Whether the other party to the wager 
put up another steamboat or an equiva- 
lent ia cash, real estate or railroad stocks 
and bonds is not recorded, but at any 
rate Mr. Gould won. Later he sold the 
steamboat he "had wageret' to an actor, 
who converted -it into an excursion boat 
and got rich. 


When George Francis Train, the eccen- 


tric, lived in Omaha some years ago, at 
the time when he was prominent :c the 
building of the Union Paciiic railroad, it 
came to pass that ac election was sched- 
uled. Mr. Train thought he knew how the 
election was going and to prove his cour- 
age made a wager that if h's man w?s 
defeated he would wear a duck suit all 
the year round. Mr. -Train's guess was 
bad, 
and he lost. He lived up to the let- 


ter of the bet, however, and for a whole 
winter, one of those Omaha winters, too, 
in which the thermometer takes sudden 
and unexpected dips to far below zero 
and blizzards come along overnight and 
freeze everything that is not actually on 
fire, he wore white duck. There wore 
those who said he violated the spirit of 
the bet by wearing half a dozen suits of 
underclothes* under his white duck. But 
Mr. Train could stand critici&m better 
than he could stand an attack of pneumo- 
nia and refused to abandon his warm un- 
derclothing. 


They tell another story of an election 


bet in the blizzard country. It is to the 
effect that in 1S8S Ezekicl Timroek of 
Hunnewell, Kan., made a bet in these 
terms: If Cleveland was defeated, he 
would join the church. Timroek was a 
gentleman with a reputation as a tough 
and a bad man generally. He had long 
scorned religion anj cursed religionists. 
So his bet was a heavy one. Well, he 
lost. There were many who thought he 
woukl back out and compromise by giv- 
ing the winner a big farm or something 
of the kind. But he didn't. He made 
application for membership in the church. 


It so happened, however, that the dea- 


cons knew the terms of the bet, nnd his 
application was blackballed. 
Timroch 


thought this released him, but the man 
who hold the other end of tbe wager in- 
sisted that he had not paid np. Timroek 
considered that he was insulted, and 
promptly there was a shooting match. 
Both were equally quick on the trigger, 
and both were equally good shots, and 
the result was the death of both parties. 
The coroner summoned n jnry, and when 
the inquest was over a verdict holding 
the church responsible because it rejected 
Timrock's application, was returned.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

FREE RURAL DELIVERY 


Instructions to be Issued For the Bene- 


fit of Country People 


The superintendent of the free de- 


livery service at Washington, 
r>. C., 


is about to send out circulars of in- 
struction to postmasters and others 
showing the form of petition to be 
signed by heads of families in rura] 
neighborhoods in order to obtain free 
delivery. 


No route will be established loss 


than 20 to 25 miles in length and serv- 
ing less than 100 families.

States 
bank-note and check 


paper was awarded in Washington yes- 
terday to Crane & Co. of Dakon. They 
have been the only bidders for some 
years, and the bid yesterday was the 
same as last year. The price for which 
bank-note paper was offered, including 
the distinctive features required by the 
government, -uas 43% cents a pound. 
The price at which check paper was 
offered was 33y2 cents a pound. This 
check paper is required to contain! the 
water mark of the United States and 
is used in all the government checks 
by pension agents, assistant treasurers, 
and at the treasury itself.

GAS AND ELECTRIC REPORT 


Steady Reduction in Pnees Through 


State. Action Concerning North 


Adams Company 


The 16th annual report of the board 


of gas and electric light commissioners 
of the state has been published and 
some facts from it will be of interest 
in view of the discussion here on the 
question of municipal gas. Out of 191 
cities and towns in the state, 185 took 
no-action on the question of municipal 
ownerhship during the year. Only one 
town—Billerica—took action during the 
year for the first time on the question 
and vot°d it do\vn^ 
fi 


There are now under the sunervision 


of the board 147 companies and the gas 
or electric light plants of 16 towns 
and two cities. This is an increase for 
the year of three companies and one 
town. Of the companies 47 are engaged 
in the supply of gas only, 23 in the sup- 
ply of both gas and electric light and 
77 supply electricity only. Of the munic 
apuiities, three have slants for the 
supply of gas and 
electricity, the 


others supply electricity only. 


The average price paid by consum- 


ers for coal gas to the companies sell- 
ng annually more than 30,000,000 feet 
each is $1 per 1000 feet. If the Boston 
and Brooklfne companies be excluded 
the average is $1.11. THe average price 
received by the remainder of the coal 
gas companies from sales by meter is 
$1.65. the average received by all is 
$1.10 
per thousand. The average price 


for oil gas is $4 per 1000 feet. The av- 
erage price paid by consumers of coal 
gas sales by "meter in 1896 was $1.72: 
in 1888, $1.56; in 1890, $1.46; 
in 
1832, 


$1.52; m 1894, $1 26; in 1896, $1.17; 
in 


1898, $1.14. 


The report gives an account of the 


Springfield, Haverhill and other move- 
ments for lower prices of eas and of 22 
applications relative to new stock and 
bond issues, nearly all of which were 
approved to the full amount asked, in- 
cluding the application from, the local 
company. 


In approving the 
petition of 
the 


North Adams gas light company for 
permission to issue additional capital 
stock of the par value of $50,000, Hie 
board passed the following in connec- 
tion with its order:. 


"And, for the purpose of determining 


the price or rate at which the said 
shares shall be offered proportionate- 
ly to the stockholders of said corpora- 
tion it is further ordered and deter- 
mined by the board, taking into ac- 
count previous sales and other nerti- 
nent conditions,, that the market val- 
ue thereof for the purpose aforesaid 
be fixed at $130 a share; and if anv 
shares shall remain unsubscribed for 
by the stockholders entitled to take 
them under the provisions of said chap 
ter it is further ordered that all sucli 
shares shall be offered, for sale in the 
city of Boston." 


In the matter of new legislation, the 


report thinks the time has come for the 
extension of state authority in the 
testing of electric meters, particularly 
where disputes arise as to the correct- 
ness of bills rendered. It is a common 
practice among gas companies and to 
some extent among electric light com- 
panies, to require deposit^ of monev 
from the consumers in order to secure 
the payment of bills. Some companies 
pay) interest on the deposits and eome 
do not and it is urged that all com- 
panies be re_quired by law to pay in- 
terest.
